Selling Cattle by Weight. 


A writer in Mark Lane Express se- 


terely deprecates the custom in rogue 
in England with buyers and sellers in 
estimating cattle, or buying by the head 
instead oPby actual ascertained weight. 
By this system he believes fanners are 
cheated and robbed of much of the profits 
in raising cattle, and advises them to 
supply themselves with weighing ma- 
chines of their own, so long as butchers 
and salesmen remain averse to buying by 
weight. There can bo no doubt that in 
such cases the farmer is at a great disad- 
vantage with buyers, whose opportuni- 
ties for determining the dead weight of 
living animals aro so much better, from 
the nature of their occupation, and the 
wonder is that English farmers should 
liave submitted to such a practice so 
long. 


Huch of this business of buying by the 


head, says the agricultural editor of The 
World, has been done in this country, 
and, it is scarcely to be doubted, quite 
generally to the farmer's disadvantage; 
but of late years the system of selling at 
actual weight has been growing in favor, 
and cattle scales are now so cheap as to 
have become common in towns, as well 
as ou stock farms, so that there is no 
longer any necessity for the element of 
chance in the buying and selling of stock 
as it is picked up through the country by 
butchers or shippers. No good reason 
can be given why a farmer should sell a 
bullock on an estimation ol^its weight 
that would not apply with equal force to 
the buyer after the meat was dressed. 
It is true that the percentage of dead 
weight varies considerably in different 
animals according to breed and feeding, 
but an accurate knowledge of the live 
weight is an important factor in deter- 
mining the value of the animal before it 
has been slaughtered.

A POTLATCH IN ALASKA. 


CURIOUS FESTIVAL OBSERVED BY 


THE THLINKETS. 


The Blanket a» » Social Factor and Index 


ol Wealth-Soring Up to Be Able to 
Glvo a Big Blow Out That leaves the 
Giver hi Complete Poverty. 


A "potlatch" is a social institution pe- 


culiar to the natives along the North 
Pacific coast. The word means a "big 
feast," but that does not signify all that 
the fame words do to the white races. 
Blankets are the signs of wealth among 
these people. To have so many blankets 
is among them to be just so rich. These 
blankets are stored up and hoarded just 
a-s the miser hoards his gold, but for a 
totally ditFerent purpose. The idea is to 
have a big "potlatch" some time. 
Ofteu 


this takes place when the owner of the 
blankets gets past middle life and feels 
that the time has come when he can af- 
ford to make this social display. 
Again 


they em laid up and treasured so that a 
big "potlatch" may bo held after the 
owner is dead. 


The Thlinket village just north of and 


adjoining Sitka now has about 1,500 
win- 


ter inhabitants, those who are out fish- 
ing and working at the canneries all sum- 
mer having como in to stay until work 
begins again in summer. Though they 
have been brought under some civilizing 
influences they are very reluctantly sur- 
rendering their native customs. Among 
those to which they still chug is the cus- 
tom of the "potlatch." 


ALASKAN POLYGAMY. 


At 1 o'clock a canncn shot was beard 


over in the village, to the astonishment 
of many of the Americans here. 
In- 


quiry disclosed the fact that one of the 
head men of the village had just died, 
and that the cannon shot from an old 
Russian carronade was to announce the 
death. When the white^iirst began to 
make inroads among these natives jwlyg- 
amy an3 slavery weTC?Sttled institutions 
among them. Botli btill exist to some 
extent at points of the greatest distance 
from civilizing influence. The Russian 
church in Alabka lias steadily pur- 
sued 
the 
policy 
of 
breaking 
up 


polygamy among 
the 
natives ever 


since 
its 
missionaiies 
began their 


work more than a century ago. The 
headman of the 
Hitka village was 


brought witlu'n the fold of that church, 
but attempted for a long timo to conceal 
the fact that ho was indulging in a plu- 
rahty of wives. When off at distant 
lishing and canning stations he could do 
this with impunity, and with littlo or no 
danger that any of his people would ex- 
pose him. They will uot testify against 
each other if it can bo helped. When he 
came into the ranch or village last fall 
ha was detected in this mode of living, 
and, in a manner, coerced into surren- 
dering his youngest and most atlracth e 
wife. He had been married to the first 
one "United States fashion," and as the 
Russian church does not recognize di- 
vorce ho could not put her away in favor 
of the younger one. 


The result of this was that this btolid, 


taciturn Indian, whobe appearance and 
general conduct would indicate that not 
a particle of sentiment entered into his 
character, actually pined away and died 
of grief. Nothing that lu's people could 
do would stimulate him to any exertion. 
None of the blandishments and caresses 
of his first wife, and she was kind to 
him, could arouse him from his stupor 
of grief, and this stout and lusty fisher- 
man, who had braved hundreds of fierce 
storms in his cedar canoe, died actually 
of a broken heart. 


TIIE POTLATCH. 


Now comes the "potlatch." He had 


been laying up blankets against the day 
of a royal, roistering "potlatch" in his 
lifetime. A score of natives visited the 
trader's store and bought nearly a ton 
of stuff for the feast. Canned goods, 
boxes of crackers by the dozen, and 
everything that could be obtained to eat 
were hauled over by them to the village 
on trucks to be consumed in (he "pot- 
latch,'1 which will last for teveral 
days and nights. A "potlatch" without 
something strong to drink is a compara- 
tively tame aiiair. The sale of whisky 
to these people is carefully guarded 
against, and when detected, which is 
quite often, severely punished. They 
buy large quantities of molasses, how- 
ever, and from this sin reptitiously distill 
an intoxicating drink called "hooche- 
noo," with which they enliven their 
"potlatches." 


The first night of this one has just 


passed, and the howling and dancing 
which went on in the large house of the 
dead headman showed that considerable 
"hoochenoo" had in some wiy been pro- 
vided for the occasion. Tho house has 
no chimney, and the sinoko from the 
fire, built in the center of the floor, es- 
capes through a hole in the roof. The 
walls glisten with black soot. The dance 
has no figures, but is simply a cadenced 
step in a circle around the fire, the time 
being given on a sortof tomtom or tam- 
bourine. When each dancer gets tired, 
he squats down anywhere to eat and rest. 
So it goes on all night long, and day in 
and day out, until the supplies are all 
gone, and the blankets all parted with to 
buy the means of keeping up the "pot- 
latch." 


The duration of the "wake" depends 


upon the supply of blankets. The "pot- 
latches" invariably end in the impover- 
ishment of those who give them. A na- 
tive who gives a "potlatch" and retains 
any of his property afterwards is dis- 
graced. The widow, in this particular1 
case, has enteredjjagerly into the festivi- 
ties, and yet realises that it will take the 
last blanket before it is all over. 


Some idea may be formed of the way 


these "potlatches" end when I state the 
fact that the steamer brought up two Indi- 
an women and one "buck" from a village 
200 miles northeast of this, all of whom 
had their noses bit off in a "hoochenoo 
potlateh." They all got drunk and the 
man bit the noses off two of the women. 
Sitka Cor. New York Times.

Under Fallout Walls 


PHILADELPHIA, Keb 11—The most de- 


structive fire which has visited this city 
for a long tame broke oat shortly before 
O0i j > esterda-y in thn basement of tha 
large buildings Nos 1412 asd, UU Walnut 
streel, and tho whole place was destroyed, 
nothing but the front and rear walla being 
left standing 
While tha firemen were at 


•»ork a portion of the front wall fell in- 
ward, killing one man and seriously in- 
juring two others 
The following are the 


names of tne killed and injured 


George Showers, aged thirty-sis, of 


Nineteenth and Wilbert street, hosemau 
of engine company No 4 instantly kill- 
ed and his body buried beneath the debris 


Abraham Lacej, hoseman of company 


No 13, badlv bruised about the body and 
limbs, but no bones broken 


William Buscard of engine company 


No 4 badly bruiiod about the side and 
leg 


The die broke out under the drug store 


of F B Morgan located on the first floor 
of the Walnat streel fiont, and in a very 
short time had burned through to the 
roof 


Trie first floor and basement were occu- 


pied by P B Morgan as a retail drug 
store and the remainder of the building 
bj Messrs Wueth &, Bro , as a laboratory 
for tbe manufacture of chemicals 


The fire had gained a firm foothold in the 


upper portim of the premises before the 
firemen could bo summoned and owing 
to the inflammable 
contents of everj 


room, the flames gamed upon them with 
frightful rapidity 


Near Ihe fronl ot the building, next Ihe 


loof was a large watei tank weighing 
o^er fourteen tons 
This wat supported 


bj large timbers resting on the main 
walls, and as, these beams were weak- 
ened by the flames the whole thing came 
down with a nash 
By this time the 


firemen had woiked their way through the 
large doorway on the mst floor, and two 
lines of hose Bad been taken inside 
They wero manned by six men, all of 
whom were standing inside the fronl 
wall 
As the large tank fell, a portion ol 


tho top of the front wall was torn loose 
and fell inward mill a crash 
The fall 


was so sudden and unexpected that tbe 
men inside could not bewainedof then 
danger 
Ihewboloof the first floor was 


at onoe enveloped in smoke from the burn 
ing timbers and a cloud of dust Ther» 
was a sudden das>h from those on the out 
side and a dozen bra\e meu,ledbyDireclo» 
Stokely and Lieutenant Usilton, rushed to 
the rescue One by one the imprisoned 
men made their escape, 01 were dragged 
out by their lescuois but as the slack* 
lifted Lacey was found pinned down tq 
Ihe floors b) hea\v timbers and a mass oi 
bricks 
4 stream of walerwas turned on 


to the men as they worked to save them

The German Outrages Described by * Dis- 
interested Correspondent 


SAN FRANCISCO, Feb 10 —A paper pub 


lished in Hawaii has been leceivedhere 
containing an account of the recent battle 
between natives and Germans at Samoa, 
sent to the paper by its correspondent m 
Apia 
The correspondent is a native Ha- 


waiian, named Hiram Kaumlalli He 
states, that the natives, hearing that an 
attack was to be made by the Germans 
at once prepared to meet it 
The Gar 


mans, they learned, inlended to capture 
King Mataafa and carry him off As the 
Germans approached the shore in then 
boats, the natives hailed them 
Their 


shouts ware answered by shots from the 
revolver of a chief from Savoy, named 
Sua Washit, and immediately the flght 
began 
The flght lasted from 6 to 9 a m 


When it ceased, several bodies were seen 
strewn along the shot e 
Mataaf a's men 


had seven killed and thirty one wounded 
during the principal battle 
After the 


battle eight Samoans were seen sitting 
around a fire by the Germans and a shell 
was thrown amongst them, killing seven 
making tbe total number of natives 
killed fourteen Of the Germans, trenty 
one were killed, and of these six had then 
heads cut off The number of wounded 
was forty eight 
Tainasese did not ap- 


peal during the flght the path by which 
he was expected to arrive havhiir been 
obstructed 
The Germans subsequentlj 


set fire to the natives' houses 


The account is dated January 1, and 


further says that the German war vessels 
intended going to Tutuila at which place 
the United Stales coaling station is lo 
caled, to shell the houses, after which they 
would proceed to Savoy and burn it 


The oorrespondenl asserts that if the 


British fores at Samoa would act in unl 
sou with the Ameiicans the war would 
soon cease 
Malanf i sent a number of 


his soldiers lo maintain the peace on the 
lands owned bv the Germans at Tutuila 
and prevent the natives from stealing any 
of the Germans'pi operty The people at 
Tutuila are principally engaged at pres 
ent in building forts
